The Dean came to McGill nineteen years ago after 
turning down a job at King's where he had studied 
geography and meteorology. "I am very sorry to be

A Philosophy oiF Journalism 

At the ■ recent National Conference of Ganad^^^^ 
University Press, the Ubyssey, student newspaper of 
the University of British Columbia, v/as^^œ^^ 
the Southam Trophy for general excellef^lffplphe 
third consecutive year. 

The Daily, on the other hand, has won the Southam 
Trophy only once, fifteen years ago. This wide dis- 
parity indicates more, we feel, than that the Ubyssey 
is a very good newspaper, , and that the Daily is 
possibly not of the same^colibre. 

One point was Impressed very strongly on the 
. Doily editors at the conference, in conversation both 
with other editors and with one of the competition 
judges. The difference between the Ubyssey and the 
Daily is not only, or even fundamentally, one of 
quality. The two papers have almost totally different 
concepts of what a campus newspaper should be, 
and it seems to us that the victories of the Ubyssey 
have represented the triumph of one philosophy of 
student journalism over another with which it is 
completely at odds. 

To explain, let us first quote from the Ubyssey's . 
style sheet, in which they explain what they are 
and what they try to do. : "The stteamlined, bright 
tabloid on campus -newsstands today is a far cry from 
the dreary deferential sheet with the New York Times 
make-up — polite and courteous to the faculty and 
student councillors alike — which first appeared Oct. 
18, 1918. 

'Today's Ubyssey is polite to no one. It bristles 
with confident cheekine'ss. Today's Ubyssey editors 
are looked upon with awe and justified dislike. The 
Ubyssey today is truly Vancouver's third newspaper." 

The Daily has always felt that its primary respon- 
sibility is to the campus. VVe cover the events which 
have occurred, and. publicize those which are forth- 
coming. We attempt to give every story the place 
in the paper which it merits^ond^b^^nd^large we , 
write the news seriously dnd f Ifli^fr qigl^brwar d 
manner. 3HH|^> 

On the editorial and features-pages, we attempt 
to provide, literate articles by, informed writers. .We 
do not hesitate to take a stand or fight for dn Issue, 
as anyone who" attended last term's open- meetings 
iîiyelj kno wi^ jiButiwe refuse to play up an issue merely 
Ifor thé sqfcSfoi^onfroversy, or to attack anyone in 
qn editpridi merely to inspire awe. 

These are the principles which have guided us In 
the past. In this term, the Daily will look different, 
but no significant changes are contemplated in either 
the content or the style of writing. , 

•We.haye|^fin^^^ vyhat we 

are trying to accomplish, and how students elsewhere 
have approached the problem differently. It is point- 
less -to argue which of the two philosophies is the 
better — each has its own merits, and each reflects 
the attitudes at the campus and In the city where 
the paper appears.

And then Sisyphus spoke say- 
ing, "Agitatus — if you would 
be remembered after death, 
either write things worth reading 
or do things worth the writing." 
Agitatus taking heart of his 
burdened friend's advice, made 
a choice — He would carve out 
his destiny with the written 
word ~ and thus deciding, he 
took pen in hand and wrote to 
his people who were . a nation 
plagued by Introversion and In- 
decisiveness in the face of a host 
of problems. 

Actually, this country was not 
one nation — it was two. For 
within it there lived two races 
.of people with two languages, 
two religions. Although the coun- 
try had existed for nearly a cen- 
tury, the two nations. werejUngt-j. 

Çable "of living as one."=i^^^ 
hQugh prophesy bad it that this 
was. to have been their ;century, 
tlme^slipped by, . and the dream 
wu'nbt'^being realized. The re- 
sulting frustrations and the loss 
of perspective, in the face of this 
people's inability to resolve those- 
things which demanded solution,, 
was the signal for explosions of 
racial antagonism which obscur- 
ed the real problems in a mist of 
hostility. They forgot why they 
fought — and soon they no 
longer cared. The fratricidal fight 
became the issue and victory the 
solution. 

Yet there were some who could 
see through the mist — could 
see that as an economic entity, 
this country was the storehouse 
of bounteous . treasure buried 
deeply in her land and in her 
waters and thickly In her forests. 
However, the population and ithe 
capital to develop these iresources 
was lacking. So,- it fell to others 
to do it for'', her. - To : the. south 
there ' 1^ a' great . republic who 
provided: those things needed to 
. take the ;vaIuableVmaierials from 
the soil. Prosperity came to this 
northàÂ|land'!^hich nature bad 
sôfHciîl^^îîoweâ in minerals 
and'Whleh history had so mcager- 
ly ',en(Ibwed with people. Soon, 
thiuà;:pe6pléj;realised|t^ 
haïiexchangëd miiêhToratral over 
tbeir|fresourMsTfôr"^^^^ easy 
tim«rf that" its ' trade - had given 
them. 

PoliticaUy, they fared in like 
manner. It was seldom that their 
political leaders crossed the Ru- 
bicon together, for decisive ac- 
tion was not accustomed to com- 
promise for a bedfellow. 

In time, as the burden of 
defending the "free" world set- 
tled so completely upon the 
shoulders of her powerful neigh- 
bour, the security of the conti- 
nent they, shared became an 
irksome problem. Its solution lay 
in arming the land to the north 
with weapons whoso destructive 
force was so great that the power 
to deploy them^d to rest , with 
the Bouthcrifrreirûblic.';After'onIy 
an hundred yéà riSflStlay seemed 



I talked at the Fort Gary Hotel 
and a little before the meeting 
they said. This 'is the record 
for seals except for the .Queen , 
of Rumaiila' and later The 
Queen Is nowhere'." ' 
■ From Victoria he wrote: "they 
laughed and ' cried, just about; 
never was there anything like it, 
they' said." Interestingly, this de- 
scription is very similar to Lea- 
cock's account of Charles Dickens 
as a public speaker, for in his 
biography of Dickens Leacock 
wrote: "Dickens' audiences were 
quite truly carried away. They 
laughed, they sobbed, they were 
in 'ecstasy' and .Dickens' control- 
led them with hand and^ voice 
and eye — like a magician," 

Although I^cacock waa^by pro- 
fession an economist and politic- 
al scientist, he certainly did not 
make his great mark in these 
fields. In fact, a few of his con- 
temporaries t bought that he 
wrote some foolish tilings which 
ought not to have been written. 
But he did achieve a certain 
stature as a political scientist 
with the publication in 1905 o£ 
his "Elements of Political 
Science" which was widely used 
as a textbook. ^

Despite all bis contributions in 
the fields of economics and po- 
litical science, Leacock is remem- 
bered and loved throughout the 
world wherever there is laugh- 
ter, because he contributed much 
of it As a humorist he has few 
equals. He is the Canadian equi- 
valent of the Americans* beloved 
Mark Twain. 

Most of Leacock's prolific li- 
terary output was created at hit 
summer home in Orillla, Ontario. 
This was in fact the place which 
Leacock parodied in his "Sun- 
shine Sketches of a Little Town". 
Leacock had a large country 
bouse there on the -Old Brewery 
Bay, and i he used to say of bis 
visitors, "if they -like the' name 
Old Brewery Bay, they're, all 
right. Thèy^. can -have anything 
on the place.'; I've known 'that, 
nam'é,' OldlBréwery Bay, to make 
people .feel< thirsty ' by ; corres- 
. ppndence'as far away as Nevada." 
.Here,~on the Bay, Stephen Lea- 
cock waS: able to. relax during the 
summers,'- for he' had once, said 
that'^he -was ' now able to. stop . 
thinking: for -months, at a time. - 
With his hiimitable. sense of the 
ridiculous, ^he' wrote: "I have a 
large country house ^ à sort o£ 
farm which I carry oh as a hob- 
by... ten years i^agOr^tbe deficit 
on my farm was'abotit'a hundred; 
dollars; but by wcll-dcslgncd ca-- 
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.pital expenditure, by drainage 
and attention to greater detail, I ■ 
have gotten It into the thou- 
sands." 

In the moments before a sail- 
ing trip, Leacock once yelled to 
a hired man: "Bring me a piece 
of ice, a small piece about the 
size of your brain," and when 
the man returned with a chunk 
as big as a ten gallon hat, Lea- 
cock was all chuckles. Herein lay 
his secret to success. Yes, he 
laughed heartily at the foibles 
and short-comings of almost 
everybody, and every institution 
in society; yet thero was an easi- 
ness in his wholesome fun; it was 
without malice; h'é intended pure 
fun in satire, not harm. 

What about Leacock's works 
themselves? Why arc his writings 
so well loved and so well remem- 
bered? True it is that he wrote 
sixty-one books alone not to men- 
tion scores of articles and scho- 
larly papers. An English review- 
er once said of Leacock's humor- 
ous writhtgs, "What is tliere, 
after all, in Professor Lcacocl^'s 
humour but a rather ingenious 
mixtiire ' of hyperbole, and my- 
osis?"' Le'acocki .itijbis dramatic 
best, said in - reply;^"That man 
was right How he stumbled upon 
this trade secret, I do not know. 
But I am willing to admit, since 
the truth is out, that It has been 
my custom In preparing an ar- 
ticle of a humorotis nature to go 
dovm to the cellar and mix up 
half a gallon Vof .,niyosi8 .with a 
pint of hyperbole. :It rI want to 
give the article a decidedly lit- 
erary character, I find it well to 
put in "about half a pint of pare-' 
sis. The whole thing is amazingly 
simple." Do you-see.itT You have 
■ just read words which reveal Lea- 
cock's phenomenal 'success. . Hy- 
perbole and 'myosisl But even 
after careful study of his me- 
thods, few people could produce 
his savoury brew. -

Scientists are anxious to gather 
data . on the population before 
the advent of the airport, and 
then make observations on any 
effects this change may have on 
the Islanders. 

. 'Representatives from several 
universities in Canada, Great Bri- 
tain and the United States will 
gather, information, on roughly 
fifteen aspects of the physiologi- 
cal and. sociological life .of the 
inhabitants. 

The researchers will leave 
from Halifax or Vancouver In De- 
cember of 1965. Their equipment 
will include a complete portable 
medical laboratory.
